Their purpose was to provide technical signal 
training for officer candidates of the Signal 
Corpa 0 This training had previously been 
conducted at the Kossuth Academy, The courses 
were started on 1 February 1950 and included 
about 30 men each, A course lasted six months. 
Upon completion of the course , the trainees 
were to be promoted to ranks from sergeant to 
junior lieutenants according to their achieve- 
ments in the course, The Instructors were of- 
ficers from the battalion and from the IV 
Department of the ministry of Defense, 

5, A recent training program was al30 conducted 
in the battalion, fiocruits who were inducted 
in early December 1949 underwent a six-week 
basic infantry training, followed by technical 
signal trainings which Included morse code, 
electrical engineerings technical knowledge of 
equipment and radio engineering.
